In this, obviously only lens 36 can be an "optical element that is heated by radiation". 
Laser diode 38 is self-heating by its lasing process. This lens 36 is exclusively connected to the 
assembly by part 30, which is designated to thermally isolate . Also it is rotationally symmetric 
as the whole arrangement is cylindrical (col. 3 lines 6, 7). 

Laser diode 38 is cormected to active cooling thermo electric cooler 40 via uniform 
cylindric part 39. Consequently, claim 4 is not obvious. 

Wherefore, further consideration and allowance of the claims is requested. This 
Amendment After Final Action is necessary to place the claims in condition for allowance or to 
place this application in better condition for appeal.
